Before Congress to Tell the Need 


of Immediate Changes in the Bank­ 


ing Laws. 


Washington, 
Ju n e 
23.— President 
W ilso personally read the following 
message to both houses of congress 
In joint session: 
“ Mr. Speaker, Mr. President, Gen­ 
tlemen of the Congress— It is under 
the compulsion of what seems to me 
a clear and im perative duty that I 
have 
a 
second 
time 
this 
session 
sought the 
privilege of 
addressing 
you in person. 
I know, of course, 
that the heated season of the year 
is upon us, that w’ork in these cham­ 
bers and in the committee rooms is 
likely to become a burden as the sea­ 
son lengthens and that every consid­ 
eration of personal convenience and 
personal 
comfort, 
perhaps, in 
the 
cases of some of us, considerations 
of personal health even, dictate an 
early conclusion of the deliberations 
of the session. Hut there are occasions 
ot 
public 
duty when these 
things 
which touch us privately seem very 
small, when the work to be done i3 
so pressing and so fraught with big 
consequence that we know that we 
are not ut liberty to weigh against 
it 
any 
point 
of personal 
sacrifice. 
W e are now in the presence of such 
an 
occasion. 
It is 
absolutely 
im­ 
perative that we should give the busi­ 
ness men of this country a banking 
and currency system 
by 
means of 
which they ran make use of the free­ 
dom of enterprise and of individual 
initiative which we are about to be 
stow upon them. 


• 
M ust Leave Tools of Action. 


"W e are about to set them free. 
W e must nul Ieti>e them without the 
tools of action when they are free. 
W e are about to set them free by re­ 
moving 
the trammels of 
the 
pro- 
tcetive tariff. 
E v e r since the Civil 
w ar they have waited for this eman­ 
cipation and for the free opportuni­ 
ties it will bring with it. 
It haB been 
reserved for us to give it to them. 
“ Now both the tonic and discipline 
of liberty and m aturity are to ensue. 
There will be some readjustments of 
purpose and point of view. There w ill 
follow a period of expansion and new 
enterprise, frc shiy conceived. 
It is for 
us to determine now whether it shall 
be rapid and facile and of easy ac­ 
complishment. 
This it cannot be un­ 
less the resourceful business men who 
are to deal 
with the new 
circum ­ 
stances are to have at hand and ready 
for use the instrum entalities and con­ 
veniences of free enterprise which in­ 
dependent men need when acting on 
their own Initiative. 
" It Is perfectly clear that It Is our 
duty to supply the new banking and 
currency system 
the country needs 
and that it w ill immediately need it 
more than ever. 


Need of Currency Changes. 


"W e must 
act now, 
at whatever 
sacrifice to ourselves. 
It is a duty 
which the circum stances forbid us to 
postpone. 
I should be recreant to my 
deepest convictions of public obliga­ 
tions did I not press it ui>on you with 
solemn and urgent insistence. 
"The 
principles 
upon 
which we 
should act are also clear. 
W e must 
have a currency, not rigid as now, 
but readily, elastically responsive to 
sound credit, the expanding and con­ 
tracting credits of every day transac­ 
tions, the normal ebb and ffow of 
personal and corporate dealings. Our 
banking laws must mobilize reserves, 
must 
not 
permit the 
concentration 
anywhere in a few 
hands of 
the 
monetary resuurces 
of the 
country 
or their use for speculative purposes 
in such volume as to hinder or im ­ 
pede or stand in the way of other 
more legitimate, more fruitful uses. 
And the control of the system of 
hanking and of issue which our new 
laws are to set up must be public, 
not private; must be vested in the 
government itself, so that the banks 
may 
be 
the 
instruments, 
not 
the 
masters, of business and of individu­ 
al enterprise and initiative. 


Com m ittees Ready to Report. 


“ The committees of the congress 
to which legislation of this character 
is referred have devoted careful and 
dispassionate study to the means of 
accomplishing 
these objects. 
They 
have honored me by consulting me. 
They afe ready to suggest action. 
I 
have come to you, as the head of the 
government 
and 
the 
responsible 
leader of the party in power, to urge 
action now, while there is time to 
serve the country deliberately and as 
we Bhould, in a d ear air of common 
counsel. 
“ I appeal to you with a deep con- 
\ H o n of duty. 
I believe that you 
w*e this conviction. I therefore ap­ 
peal to you with confidence. 
I am 
at your service without reserve to 
play my part in any way you may 
call upon me to play it in this great 
enterprise of exigent reform which it 
w ill dignify and distinguish us to per­ 
form and discredit us to n e gle ct” 


SENATORS WILL MOVE SLOW 


Measure Probably W ill Not Be Ready 


for Full Finance Com mittee Before 


Next M onday and M ay Not Be Re­ 


ported to Senate in Tim e for Gen­ 


eral Debate to Begin Before July 4. 


W ashington, June 
23.— Tariff will 
be under consideration by the senate 
Democratic caucus most of the week. 
Senator Simmons, 
chairm an of the 
finance committee, hopes the caucus 
can conclude with the revised house 
bill by Thursday, but it is doubtful il 
the bill 
w ill be ready for the 
full 
finance committee b e ^r* Monday. 
Certain it is that the Underwood- 
Slmmons bill will not be reported to 
the senate in time for the general de- 
debate to get under way before Ju ly 4. 
The caucus fight on free wool and 
free sugar w ill be the important event 
of the week, so far as tariff is con­ 
cerned. 
Some spirited discussion is expect­ 
ed over the agricultural schedule, but 
little real party dissent is looked for. 
W hen the m ajority members of the 
committee report on the income tax 
feature of the bill there may be a live­ 
ly discussion, in view' of a wide di­ 
vergency of views among Democrats 
as to the basic exemption. 
The sen­ 
ate committee has reduced the exemp­ 
tion from $4,000 to $3,000 for unm ar­ 
ried persons, but some -senators think 
it should be still lower.

Undisturbed 
by 
Diverse 
View s Held by Democrats on Money 
Question— Believes They Can Be Rec­ 
onciled— N avy “Short" Four T h ou ­ 
sand Men and Recruiting Difficult.

W ashington, Ju n e 23. — [Special.]— 
There is no denying the fact that most 
of the Democrats have been thrown 
Into consternation over Fresideut W il­ 
son’s insistence that there shall bo 
currency legislation at the present spe­ 
cial session of congress. 
The presi­ 
dent sees no reason w hy an intelli­ 
gent, effective and permanent currency 
lawr should not be enacted. 
Ju st ns he cc lid see no reason why 
protection should be accorded wool 
and sugar (and forced ills views) so 
be is going nhead w ith the currency. 
To a man like the president currency 
which is the medium of exchange, 
which is now controlled wholly by the 
government, should not be such a com­ 
plex and difficult proposition, necessi­ 
tating postponement until members of 
congress can become informed as to 
what should be done. 
And so the president is going for­ 
ward with a currency program. 
It 
will disarrange summer and fall vaca­ 
tions of congressmen, but the people 
w ill not grieve when they realize that 
the pay of the congressmen goes along 
whether they are in session or not. 
Nor does it cost any more to have 
congress in session. 


Diverse Viewe on Money. 
President Wilson has not been lin 
pressed with the oft repeated asser­ 
tion that currency legislation is well 
nigh impossible because the Demo­ 
crats hold such diverse views on the 
subject. 
H e knew there was diverse 
views on the tariff, but n tariff bill 
was {KMMibie. 
H e also sees no rea­ 
son why there should be diverse views 
on this subject, as It Is one In which 
every legislator should be anxious to 
do the very best thing for the people 
and the country. 
Consequently 
he 
wonts to And out whether the "diverse 
views” cannot be reconciled. 


Lobby Discussion Imminent. 
There is sure to be a lobby discussion 
before the tariff is taken up In the sen­ 
ate unless all signs fall. 
The senators 
who hove been called before the com­ 
mittee 
of 
investigation 
have 
said 
enough to warrant the tiellef that they 
w ill have a lot more to say when the 
report Is mode to the senate. 
The In­ 
timations that senators have Ikmui in­ 
fluenced by lobbyists in Washington, 
by the printed advertisements and by 
the 
literature 
circulated 
have 
been 
enough to stir up many of them, and 
they want to say something nbout It. 
A debate on the lobby w ill 1*? more in­ 
teresting than on the tariff schedules. 


More 8 ailors Wanted. 
Although we huve a fleet of fourteen 
battleships on the Atlantic coast and 
squadrons on 
the 
Paciflc coast, 
at 
H aw aii and in the Philippines, it np- 
I»ears that the navy is about 4,000 men 
short, and so far the recruiting officers 
have not beeu able to get meu. 
Secre­ 
tary Daniels hopes to make life for the 
enlisted meu more pleasant nud thus 
encourage enlistments in the service. 
He has projected a number of sugges 
tions looking to that end. 


Nelson an Investigator. 
There are investigating committees 
occasionally of which Senutor Nelson 
of Minnesota is not a member. 
But as 
a usual thing, more particularly if it in­ 
volves the personal integrity of men, 
the famous old Norwnm u Is usually 
appointed u member of the Inquiring 
committee. 
It is not becuuse he is a 
sleuth, but rather that men in the sen­ 
ate have confidence in his integrity, his 
faiini-M and the fact that he is sure to 
go to the bottom of everything pre­ 
sented.

but readily, elastically responsive to 
sound credit, the expanding and con­ 
tracting credits of every day transac­ 
tions, the normal ebb arid ffow of 
personal and corporate dealings. Our 
banking laws must mobilize reserves, 
must 
not permit the concentration 
anywhere in a few hands 
of 
the 
monetary 
resources of the country 
or their use for speculative purposes 
in such volume as to hinder or im ­ 
pede or stand in the way of other 
more legitimate, more fruitful uses. 
And 
the 
control 
of the system

banking and of issue which our new 
laws are to set up must be public, 
not private; must be vested in the

Washington, Ju n e 23. — [Special.]— 
There is no denying the fact that most 
of the Democrats have been thrown 
Into consternation over President W il­ 
son’s insistence that there shall bo 
currency legislation at the present spe­ 
cial session of congress. 
Tho presi­ 
dent sees no reason w hy an intelli­ 
gent, effective and permanent currency 
law should not be enacted. 
Ju st as he could see no renson why 
protection should 
be accorded wool 
and sugar (and forced his views) so 
he is going ahead with the currency. 
To a man like the president currency 
which is the medium of exchange. 
which is now controlled wholly by the 
government, should not be such a com­ 
plex and difficult proposition, necessi­ 
tating postponement until members of 
congress can become informed as to 
what should be done. 
And so the president is going for­ 
ward with a currency program. 
It 
will disarrange summer and fall vaca­ 
tions of congressmen, but the people 
w ill not grieve when they realize that 
the pay of the congressmen goes along 
whether they nre in session or not 
Nor does it cost any more to have 
congress in session. 


Diverse View* on Money. 


President Wilson has not been im 
pressed w ith tile oft repeated asser­ 
tion that currency legislation is well 
nigh impossible because the 
Demo­ 
crats hold such diverse views on1 the 
subject. 
H e knew there was diverse 
views on the tariff, but a tariff bill 
was possible. 
H e also sees no rea­ 
son why there should be diverse views 
on tills subject, as it is one in which 
every legislator should be anxious to 
do the very best thing for the people 
and the country. 
Consequently 
he 
wants to find out whether the “ diverse 
views” cannot be reconciled. 


Lobby Discussion Imminent. 
There is sure to be a lobby discussion 
before tile tariff is taken up in the sen­ 
ate unless all sigus fail. 
The senators 
who have been called before the com­ 
mittee 
of 
investigation 
have 
said 
enough to warrant the lielief that they 
w ill have a lot more to say when the 
report is made to the senate. 
The in­ 
timations that senators have been in­ 
fluenced by lobbyists in Washington, 
by the printed advertisements and by 
the 
literature circulated 
have 
been 
enough to stir up many of them, and 
they want to say something about it. 
A debate on the lobby w ill be more in­ 
teresting than on the tariff schedules. 


More Sailors Wanted. 
Although we have a fleet of fourteen 
battleships on the Atlantic coast aim 
squadrons 
on

Pnclrtc coast, 
at 
H aw aii and in the Philippines, it sp­ 
e a r s that the navy is about 4,000 men 
short, and so fnr the recruiting officers 
have not t>een able to get men. 
Sec re 
tary Daniels hopes to make life for the 
enlisted men more pleasant and thus 
encourage enlistments in the service. 
He has projected a number of sugges­ 
tions looking to that end. 


Nelson an Investigator.
